Poirier Presents 
Pleasing Program 

Canadian Organist Performs 
Brilliantly Yesterday 

(R. I. C. P.) 

A well-bfalanced - program, repres- 
entative of., the Claasical School, 
French-Canadian, Norwegian, Ger- 
man, Belgian and Continental French 
composers featured a brilliant re- 
cital by the , well-known Caiiadlan 
organist, F. Poirier, M.A., yester- 
day afte'|''noon ' In Notre Dame 
Churbh. ''Seated at the console of 
his own mighty organ consisting ot 
90 speaking 'atopd one of the largest 
in the Dominion, ' Mr. Poirier played, 
to an aUdfence cliièf|y . made up, of 
Montreal's iïovcrs of organ music. At 
no timo was the program too com- 
prehensive ■ for the average student. 
- 0 .- ' 

Mr. Poirtçr, uiio is a gifted com- 
poser as well 'as a clever executant, 
displayed masterly epnlrol of his in- 
strument and man'ollous powers of 
interpretation. His own composi- 
tion, "Centennial March," was In- 
teresting, tiiough. the outstanding 
renditions were Bach's "Prelude in 
G Major" and Baumgartner'a mod- 
ernlstlo "Idylle" (opus 5, no. 2) In 
addition to "Troldana" by Edward 
Grieg. Dainty pedalling was evident 
throughout the recital while the 
massive, tones of the organsin the 
fortissimo .passages were Impressive. 

Mr. Poirier at no time exhibited 
any form of excitement as he made 
tho four-manual console apeak. 
Diminuendos were well worked out 
throughout the "^performance, an ex- 
cess of the" càçjUon alone accounting 
for' criticism of , the: pcotfram.
